Hail Insurance and Road 
Improvement 


The Rural Municipality of Bow 
Valley, though only instituted since 
the beginning of the year, has al- 
ready set about some very impor- 
tant work, and will probably be able 
to do much of vaiue for the déstrict

At their last ing, the min- 
utes of which appear in this issue, 
the Municipality approved the 
scheme of Municipal Hail Insurance, 
and the secretary was instructed to 
ascertain the views of other Munici- 
palities on the matter. It requires 
a combination ot 20 Municipalities 
to carry a municipal insurance 
scheme through. The scheme pro- 
vides tor the levying of an assess- 
ment, to cover the probable extent 
ot damage by hail, on every rate- 
payer in the Municipality. In the 
event of the sum set aside not prov- 
ing sufficient an extra assessment 
will be made the fellowing year. | 
In the event of the assessment be- 
ivg larger than the amount actually 
necessary the amount unused will 
be carried over to the following 
year, and the assessment for that 
year thereby reduced. Insurance 
will thus be given practically at 
cost. 

This system is a vast improve- 
ment over the former haphazard 
one, whereby a number of compan- 
ies werein the business, charging 
high rates and not affording abso- 
lute security. Under the new sys- 
tem, also, the cost of hail insurance 
will be distributed over every acre 
in the twenty municipalities com- 
prising the district, whether in crop 
or not, and the speculator will pay 
his share of the cost of hail insur- 
ance as well as the tarmer who is 
increasing the value of aii the land 
in the district, including the specu- 
lator's, by cultivating it, The tax 
will be a very small one, and the 
cost of hail insurance will probably 
not be one-fourth of the system = in 
vogue last year, and in the previous 
years. 

Another measure of great impor- 
tance decided upon by the Munici- 
pality at their last meeting was the 
adoption of a bylaw authorising the 
borrowing of a sum of $30,000 for 
road improvement throughout the 
municipality. This amount will be 
spread ever a period of two years, 
and the payment of interest and 
principal therefor over a period of 
twenty years. It is calculated that 
this can be done as cheaply as by 
spending the money raised in taxes 
every year on temporary road im- 
provements that will not last long. 
Under the scheme proposed part of 
the taxes will be used to pay off the 
principal and interest on the loan, 
and there will be enough left to pay 
tor administration and other expen- 
ses without increasing the burden 
on the ratepayers. 

Both of these schemes will come 
up for approval by the ratepayers 
Jater on, and further details will be 
given.

Mr. Dennis’ Views 

Speaking to a press representa- 
live regarding the trouble which has 
arisen with the owners of irrigable 
land in the western section of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway company's 
irrigation block, and the letter from 
the department of the interior rela- 
tive thereto lately published, Me J. 

ennis, assistant to the president 
be ne Canadian Pacific Railway 
company, said: 

“There are always two 
every question, and now that the 
side of the settlers has been so 
throughly put forward in your pa- 
per, possibly the public may be ii - 
tere: hearing something on the 
otherAMe. The facts with refer- 
ence to the other side are about as 
follows: 


SETTLERS IN ARREARS 


“In the western section of the i» 
rigation block, within which irriga- 
ble land has been sold by the com- 
pany, there are 1,630 contracts for 
the purchase of irrigable land, and 
the same number of agreements for 
the snpplying of water for irriga- 
tion. 

“Two hundred and thirty-one 
settlers, supposed to be the holders 
of contracts for the purchase of ir- 
rigable land and water agreements, 
filed complaints with the Department 
of the Interior relative to the basis 
of classification of the irrigable 
land. 

“Ot the 231 settlers who filed 
complaint, 18 are not the owners ot 
irrigable land, seven are not the 
owners of land either irrigable or 
non-irrigable, and the number which 
were therefore entitled to file com- 
plaint is reauced to 206. No com- 
plaints have been filed with the de- 
partment by the remaining 1,424 
holders of contracts for the purchase 
of irrigable land or water agree- 
ments, 

Of the 206 settlers who are en- 
titled to and file complaint with the 
government, as above mentioned, 
1g! are in arrears in their lend pay- 
ments and water rental to the com- 
pany, these arrears extending from 
one to five years. 

. When complaints first arose a- 
mongst the holders of contracts for 
the purchase of irrigable land, the 
company offered to undertake the 
reclassification, and to adjust the 
contract with the settler where it 
was shown that any improper class- 
ification had been made; and they 
have been carrying on this work for 
the past two years. 

WILLING TO RECLASSIFY 

‘Upon notification from the gov- 
erament of the filing of complaints 
the jcompany intimated that they 
were willing that the department 
should undertake the reclassification 

* ot all the land in the western  sec- 
tion of the irrigation block provided 
a basis of classification was agreed 
upon so that there could be no dis- 
pute, and provided that the depart- 
ment would obtain an agreement 
from the setilers that they would 
abide by the reclassification as com- 
pleted by the government, 

“The settlers asked that the com- 
pany should agree not to take any 
steps to collect the installments of 
land payments and water rental in 
arrears or those that might accrue 
during the process of reclassifica- 
tion, The company were not able 
to agree to do this because it would 
prejudice their legal position under 
the contracts entered into with each 
setiler for the purchase of his land 
andthe supply of water for its ir- 
rigation, but pointed out that the 
fact of their having allowed pay- 
ments on land and water rental to 
stand in arrears for from one to five 
years, as above mentioned, the fact 
that they had supplied them with 
livestock, and that the company’s 
success in the project was depen- 
dent upon the success of the farmer, 
was ample proof that no drastic 
steps would be taken to collect ar- 
rears until the reclassification was 
completed; and further, if additional 
proof was required, the fact that in 
only two cases had legal proceed- 
ings been taken to collect arrears 
indicated the position of the com- 
pany with reterence to such arrears. 

“The representative of the com- 
Plaining settlers and the department 
were not prepared to agree to any 
of these proposals, except that with 
reference to reclassification by the 
departmental officials,

had no title to the water which was

issued, together with the fact that 
every contract for the sale of water 
which has been entered inte was on 
a form, approved by the minister of 
the interior, and a copy of the same 
recorded in the department of the in- 
terior, would indicate how absurd it 
would be tor the minister of the in- 
terior to make such statement as 
was credited to him.” 


Mr. Sorensen’s Answer 


To the Editor, Strathmore Standard 
Dear Sir:— 

The Publicity Committee of the 
Farmers Combined Irrigation Com- 
mittees have noticed that the press 
has stated that Mr J. S. Dennis, 
Assistant to the Vice President of 
the Canadian Pacific Railway Com- 
pany, has handed out a statement 
to the press, giving his views re- 
garding the grievances of the far- 
mers in the Canadian Pacific Irriga- 
tion Block east of Calgary. 

Mr Dennis is endeavoring to clear 
himself of his responsibilities in con- 
nection with the heavy losses and 
the ruin which his land selling 
scheme, and the misrepresentations 
in connection therewith have 
brought about amongst the farmers 
in this socalled irrigation block. 

Mr Dennis is endeavoring to 
make out that there is alonea ‘Small 
group of dissatisfied farmers. In 
so doing he is classifying these far- 
mers with a large portion of non- 
resident speculators to whom he has 
also sold these lands. The Publici- 
ty Committee is aware of the fiet 
that men, whilst holding positions 
as officers in the C.P.R. Iriigation 
and land selling department, have 
been largely interested in compan- 
ies which bovght lands of 
the C, P. R. on — speculation 
tor resale to settlers coming in, It 
was no doubt fairly easy to do this. 
Certain of these C P.R. officers, iu- 
terested in these land selling com- 
panies, had the control over the di- 
recting of settlers coming in to buy 
C.P,R. land attracted by the luring 
advertisements which the C.P.R. 
Irrigation Department published 
throughout the world. Those con- 
ditions happened whilst Mr Dennis 
had charge of the C.P.R. Irrigation 
and land selling department. 

When the organized farmers sent 
out their first lists, asking for 
statements whether or not the own- 
ers were satisfied with the irriga- 
tion it was most difficult to get the 
names and the addresses of the 
holders of these socalled irrigable 
lands, and the lists were furth v- 
more alone sent to the purchasers 
living in Canada and even then there 
were large numbers whose names 
and addresses we did not know. 
Mr Dennis's statement with regard 
to the numbers of the dissatisfied 
farmers is entirely misleading, due 
to the highhanded methods which 
were resorted to by the Company 
whenever tarmers stated their com- 
plaints, a number of men were in- 
timidated and were thus prevented 
from stating their opinions in public. 
The Publicity Committee can state 
that the Irrigation Committee have 
had money paid in secretly by far- 
mers who wish their names withheld, 

The subscriptions to our fighting 
fund and signed complaints ot dis- 
satisfied settlers and owners are 
steadi y increasing as the case gets 
more known, 

Mr. Dennis states that the far- 
mers are in arrears. The Publicity 
Committee finds that Mr, Dennis 
cannot state what the arrears are, 
or whether or not on the whole 
there are arrears, before the C.P.R. 
have established their rights or 
claims, 

Notwithstanding all the artijcial 
construction of the words in the 
statement attributed by the press to 
Mr. Dennis the fact remains that 
the C.P.R. have not got a license. 
The very fact of the C.P.R. having 
applied for a license proves this con- 
clusively, 

The fact also remains that the 
Department of the Interior has de- 
clared that the Gove.nment will re- 
classify the lands under dispute, 
and that the Department on behalt 
of the owners of these disputed 
lands, will intervene in any litiga- 
tion the C.P.R. might bring about 
to collect money on water taxes or 
payments on lands which are under 


dispute, *unti] such time as the 
Government _ reclassification has 
been completed. The publicity 


committee knows of at least one 
case Where the C.P.R. were offered 
the full amouut of the outstanding 
payments, but were asked at the 
same time to pledge themselves to 
reimburse what became due to the 
farmers after adjustment, The 
Company refused to do this and 
started legal proceedings no doubt 
with a view to force on the collection 
ahead of Government inspection. 
When the classification of the 
lands is to he reckoned with due 
consideration will have to be taken 
whether or not the climatic condi- 
tions are such as to allow the lands 
to be classified irrigable and on the 
whole determine whether the water 
is of sufficient service to the district 
to warrant its beneficial use when 


taken into consideration the addi- 
tional high charge upon the lands 
and the yearly water tax. 

Tne publicity committee repudi- | 
ates the statement of Mr. Deanis 


that he and his officers have shown 
due consideration to the farmers. 

If the right kind of consideration 
had been shown to the farmers ali 
this trouble would have been avoided 
and ail those farms which are now 
vacant might have held industrious 
setilers. The number of vacant 
farms is steadily increasing. 

On the other hand the publicity 
committee fully appreciates that as 
Mr. Dennis is responsible for this 
irrigation scheme it is very difficult

It will be seen that the savings*de- 
posits in the United States are more 
than double those in any cther coun- 
try. Those countries in which the 
average savings to each depositor ex- 
ceeds $100 have enjoyed tariff protec- 
tion to some extent. In the United 
States, where tariff walls are built 
high, the average to each depositor 
in the savings banks was $441. The 
average in the Netherlancs, where 
the protectionist has had a hard fight 
and has not always won, is low. While 
the tariff is not the only consideration 
in relation io savings, the above figures 
show that where protectfon has been 
stable the average savings has been 
highest. 


BUTTER AND EGGS 


Alberta Should and Could be Expor- 
ters Instead of Importers 


Edmonton claims the distinction of 
having within its confines the largest 


creamery in the Dominion of Canada. 
The Edmonton City Dairy, of which 
W. W. Prevey is president, reports an 
output of 1,140,000 pounds of butter 
for the twelve months ended Oct. 22. 

“Several years ago,” Mr. Prevey 
said, “we shipped butter to points 
in Ontario and Quebec, recelving from 
14 to 16 cents a pound in carload lots, 
but Edmonton has grown so .rapidly 
that we are now obliged to import 
dairy products. We have brought in 
24 cars of 30,000 pounds each in the 
last year, the bulk of thir coming 
from Minnesota, while a local packing 
firm has imported 15 cars in 12 months. 
Our farmers are not producing suf- 
ficient eggs and milk to supply half 
of the demand. We could and should 
be exporters of these products instead 
of importers, but we will continue to 
be the latter until our farmers break 
away from the single crop idea. We 
could handle the products of 5,000 
additional cows and I believe I am 
well within the figures when I say 
there is room for 6,000 additional cows 
in the Edmonton district, without ef- 
fecting the present market quotations 
a penny. We need more cows and 
more practical dairy farmers; we 
need men who understand the busi- 
ness, not city chaps who have several 
thousand dollars and a correspondence 
school dairy education. There is room 
for thousands of them in this district 
which is growing by leaps and bounds, 
Land for dairy purposes is compara- 
tively cheap and every variety of gras- 


ses, including clover and alfalfa, 
thrives with little care. There is 
abundant water and cattle can be 


grazed the major part of the year. 
Why, more than 1,000,000 cattle could 
have been fed on the wild hay that
